Washington, March 3.—Five thou- 
sand women, marching in the women 
Buffraget pagant today, practically 


fought their way foot by foot up Penn- 
svlvania avenue, through a surging 
mob that completely defied the Wash- 
ington police, swamped the marchers 
and broke thelr procession into little 
companies. 

The women, trudging stoutly along 
under great difficulties, were able to 
complete thelr march only when troops 
of cavalry from Fort Myer were 
rushed into Washington to take charge 
of Pennsylvania avenue. No inaugura- 
tion has produced such scenes, which 
in many instances amoutned to nothing 
less than riots. 

Later in Continental hall, the women 
turned what was to have been a suf- 
frage demonstration into an indigna- 
tion meeting, in which the Wag€hington 
police were roundly denounced for 
their inactivity and resolutions were 
passed called upon President-elct Wii- 
son and the incoming congress to make 
an investigation and locate the respon- 
sibility for the indignities the march- 
ers suffered. 

Helen Keller Was Unnerved. 

Miss Helen Keller, the noted deaf 
and blind girl, was so exnNausted and 
unnerved by the experience in at- 
tempting te reach a grandstand where 
she was to have been a guest of honor 
that she was unable to speak later at 
Continental hall. 

The scenes which attended the entry 
of “General” Rosalie Jones and her 
“hikers” on Thursday when the be- 
draggled women had to fight their way 
up Pennsylvania avenue, swamped by 
a mob with which few policemen strug- 
gled in vain, were repeated foday but 
upon a vastly larger scale. 

The marchers had to fight’ their 
way from the start and took more than 
one hour in making the (first ten 
blocks. Many of the women were tn 
tears under the jeers and insulets that 
lined the route. 

Although stout wire ropes had been 
stretched up and down the length of 
Pennsylvania avenue from the Peace 
monument to the Mall behind the white 
house, the endrmous crowds that gath- 
ered early to obtain points of vantage 
everstepped them or crawled beneath. 
Apparently no effort was made to drive 
back the trespassers in the early hours, 
with the result that when the parade 


started it faced at almost every 
hundred yards a solid wall of human- 
ity.

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COLQUITT’S CHARGES 
WERE NOT SUSTAINED 


So Wickersham Informs Schley 
Howard—Some Criticism of 
Conduct of Harris.

Washington, March 3.—(Special.)— 
Attorney General Wickersham, after 
going over the testimony in the counter 
charges of Colquitt Carter, formerly 
clerk of the United States court at At- 
lanta, against J. D. Harris, a special 
examiner of the department of justice, 
finds that these charges were not sub- 
stantiated. 

This information was communicated 
to Representative William Schley How- 
ard tonight by the private secretary 
of the attorney general, who said he 
di@ so at the direction of Mr. Wick- 
ersham, 

Before reaching this conclusion Mr. 
Wickersham went over the testimony 
recently taken in Atlanta, and the 
brief prepared for his perusal by Bruce 
Bealiska, chief of the division of in- 
vestigation. According to the state- 
ment given out, he held “that Harris 
acted harshly and beyond the scope of 
his authority in the first investigation, 


but the counter charges made by Mr. 
Carter of a conspiracy between Harris 
and O. Fuller were not substan- 
tiated.” 


Representative Howard says this 
conclusion of Mr. Wickersham wrfll not 
end the case, but that it will be taken 
up with the new attorney general in 
the Wilson administration.

The broad hint. at irregularities fn 
the recent purchase of 2,000 feet of 
fire hose, and the charge of discr!imina- 
tion in the $10,000 deal for an auto 
engine for the thenth ward, will be 
probed by the general council. 

Chief W. B. Cummings, of the fire 
department, who declares that his offi- 
cial integrity was attacked by Mayor 
James G. Woodward in his veto mes- 
sage, Monday afternoon, urged Alder- 
man I. N. Ragsdale, chairman of the 
fire board, to introduce the resolution 
calling for a probe by council. 

Two aldermen and three members «cf 
council will be appointed under the 
resolution next Thursday when council 
holds an adjourned session. Chairman 
Ragsdale drew up the resolution Mon- 
day afternoon immediately after the 
general council overrode the veto of 
the mayor on the resolution authoriz- 
ing the Okenite company to open eight 
streets for the purpose of connetcing 
up the $106,000 fire alarm system, and 
the resolution creating the office of in- 
spector at the new crematory at $100 
a month. Council adjourned before 
the resolution was presented. 

Will Welcome Investigation. 

Mayor Woodward said last night that 
he would welcome an investigation. 
tle said that he had other information 
in his possession. 

Mavor Woodward and Chief. Cum- 
mings met accidentally in The Consti- 
tution office Monday night. The chief 
zreeted the mayor ceurdially, and they 
entered into quite a vigorous discus- 
sion of the various charges in the veto 
message the mayor sent to council. 

Chief Cummings told the mayor that 
the investigation will show that the 
information he sent to council was 
erroneous, and that the two vouchers 
covering the purchase of fire hose for 
the years 1906 and 1907 would be found 
among the records at the city hall. 

“T’ll bet you $100 to $50,” the mayor 
offered. “The ‘vouchers are not there, 
because I have had a search made for 
them.” 

Chief Cummings told the mayor that 
nothing was said in the Webb proposal 
about a 10 per cent renate on the pur- 
chase of the engine for the tenth ward. 
The chief explained that all the bids 
were for $10,000. He said that if the 
mayor’s records shows a letter spe- 
cifically dealing with a rebate on the 
Webb engine it was written and placed 
in there after the board of fire mas- 
ters took up the proposition with the 
La France people. 

Mayer Has the Original. 

“T have the original submitted to 
the fire board,” Mayor Woodward said. 
"It was all there when the board pass- 
ed on the proposition.” 

Chief Cummings said that not one 


member of the board saw the rebate 
proposal. 
“Mayor Winn saw it, or at least I 


am informed that the rebate proposi- 
tion was called to his attention,” 
Mayor Woodward told the chief.

ATTACKED IN SENATE 


Washington, March 3.—An attack on 
the policy pursued by the United States) 
in patrolling the Mexican border @ur- 
ing Mexican revolutions was made 
in the senate today by Senator Fall, of 
New Mexico, a member of the special 
investigating committee that has con- 
ducted a recent investigation into bor- 
der conditions, 

Senator Fall declared that the com- 
mittee, in its investigation along the 
border from San Diego, Cal., to New 
Orleans, had come into contact fre- 
quently with cases where the armed 
forces of the United States had*been 
usd to arrest American citizens on 
American soil. 

“The American troops have- been 
used to oppress American citizens in 
their own country,” said Senator Fall, 
“instead of being used to protect them 
when they were being robbed and 
murdered on this side of the border 
land. Americans have been thrown 
into prison and deprived of Hfe and 
liberty. 

“This is not a single instance, but a 
condition that has been general along 
the border for over a year.” 

Senator Fall reviewed in some detail 
testimony taken by the committee, of 
which Senator Smith, of Michigan, was 
chairman. He said that scores of wit- 
nesses resident in Mexico testified that 
they has been attackd simply because 
of their American citizenship. 

The United States, he said, had ex- 
tended no protection to these people. 

“We would be much more justified in 
sending troops into Mexico than we 
were in sending marines into Nicara- 
gua,” he declared.

5000 for the 
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Atlanta Dairymen Will Discuss 
This Charge at Their 
Meeting Today. 


Charging that the state and city 
health inspectors in their crusade 
against tuberculosis are killing many 
fat and healthy cattle, J. C. Devore, a 
dairyman, of 226 Glenwood avenue, de- 
Clared yesterday that. there would be 
a meeting of a large number of At- 
lanta dairymen Tuesday afternoon at 
Madden's milk depot on Whitehall street 
and that at that time steps would be 
taken to combat the crusade and to 
employ counsel to aid the dairymen. 

Mr. Devore says that many of the 
cows slaughtered by the inspectors are 
apparently in a sound condition and 
that they go frolicking along the road 
to the slaughter-house and are then 
used for beef. “If they are sold for 
food to be eaten by the people of At- 
lanta, why should they not be allowed 
to be used as milch cows?” asks Mr. 
Devore. 

Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen, the state vet- 
erinarian, who is the man leading the 
crusade against tubercular cattle, says 
that while it is true that some of the 
Blaughtered cattle are allowed to be 
sold for beef, it is only when the 
tuberculosis is confined to parts of the 
body and has not attacked the muscles 
or the vital portions and 
. taminated the meat. 

Out of 103 cows that have been found 
to contain tuberculosis in the inspec- 
tions of the past two weeks, every one 
of the 193 being then slaughtered, thir- 
ty-nine have been condemned as beef, 
while the carcasses of the other sixty- 
four have been sold by their owners to 
the various butchers in the open mar- 
ket. 

“Although about 60 per cent of these 
slaughtered cows may be safely 
for beef,” says Dr. Bahnsen, “it wouid 
not be safe to allow those cows to be 
milked and the product sold to the peo- 
ple while there is any trace of tubercu- 


‘tlosis in any part of the body. For it

eased condition. The people of Atlanta 
are paying a high price for milk, and 
they deserve to be assured of having 
it pure and healthy.” 

A general meeting of all the dairy- 
men of Fulton county has also been 
called for Thursday at noon in the 
senate chamber of the state capitol. 
The object will be to form a permanent 
organization of dairymen “for educa- 
tional purposes and to better condl- 
tions,” according to the call sent out. 
The name of Judge John S. Candler, 
who is a stock owner himself, has been 
urged for president of the body.

Supreme Court: Finds Itself 
Powerless to Set Aside 
Boy’s Sentence. 


* 


Because three years ago, when he 
was but ten years old, Ollie Taylor, a 
white boy of Atlanta, stole a bottle of 
Coca-Cola, the law and the courts have 
wrested from him the joys and freedom 
of his boyhood; and when eight.years 
hence he steps from the confines of the 
Fulton Industrial farm he will have 
come into thé allotted twenty-one 
vears, which under the law constitute 
manhood, 

In the stead of a thousand and one 
adventures and the ruddy-faced, care- 
free companions that are the rightful 
heritage of boyhood, in lieu of the 
rosy-hued hopes and ambitions of 
youth, and in the place of the love and 
kindly parental care of a home that 
are the moulding of the future man, for 
Ollie Taylor are the unchanging land- 
scapes that comprise the confines of 
the industrial form, the companionship 
of wardens and fellow-convicts, the im- 
mutable drudgery of a day’s- routine 
day in and day out, and the ultimate 
prospect of facing a man’s world inex- 
perienced and with the brand of a 
criminal to live down. It is his to 
arise at 4:45’in the morning, do chores 
until 8:30, attend school from 8:30 un- 
til 11:30, work from 1:30 until 6, and to 
bed at half past 8 o’clock. This is 
the price of the thoughtless blunder 
of a child, as meted from the strong- 
holds of justice in Georgia! 

This, in effect, is the decision of the 
supreme court on Monday, and unless 
O. F. Taylor, father of the convicted 
boy, finds ground to bring the lad’s 
case before the federal courts, the de- 
cision stands. 

It was three years ago that Ollie 
Taylor pled guilty to the theft of a bot- 
tle of Coca-Cola and was sentenced to 
the industrial farm until he was twen- 
ty-one. A writ for his release. setting 
up that the court was without the right 


to imprison the boy for so long a term 
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for so small a theft, was brought by 
his father. The superior court over- 
ruled the writ and Mr. Taylor carried 
the case to the supreme court, with the 
result as set forth in Monday’s opinion. 
In its opinion, the high court held 
that the trivial value of the goods stolen 
could In nowise render invalid the sen- 
tence, so long as the sentence had been 
properly rendered under a_ statute 
which had been declared constitutional. 
The court's opinion also sets forth that 
while under the law a jail séntence for 
a misdemeanor could not exceed twelvs 
months, the special reformatory stat- 
utes had been declared constitutional, 
and sentence under it could not be

Jersey City, N. J., March 3.-—Reports 
from Washington that

of the vice chancellor. It has been inti- 
mated here for some days that Mr.

Vice Chancellor Garrison was born in 
Camden, N: J., November 28, 1864.

He was 
appointed to the chancery court in 
June, 1904, and re-appointed by Chan- 
cellor Mahlon Pitney, nowra- justice of 
the United States supreme court, in 
1911 for a term of seven‘ years.

Washington, March 3.—To President 
Wilson will fall the task of filling over 
1,400 places made vacant by the refusal 
of the senate to confirm appointments 
by President Taft since December 2%. 
The places that will become vacant 
with the adjournment of congress to- 
morrow noon include practically all 
appointments outside of the diplomatic 
service, the army, navy, marine corps 
and allied services.

to be assistant -comptroller, of - the 
treasury, Walter F. Frear, gévernor of 
Hawaii, Ernest A, Mott-Smith, secre- 
tary of Hawaii, and the executive coun- 
ceil of Porto Rico.

Withal, the. story is one of the most 
improbable, but Belasco, master of 
stagecraft and technique that he is, 
has made the impossible seem not only 
possible but probable, and has pro- 
duced a play which grips one with 
compelling ‘force. 

There were times during last night's 


* 


performance when the interest of thet 


audience was keyed up to a pitch so 
keen that it was ail but painful. Scores 
of seasoned play-goers sat for moments 
scarcely drawing a breath. The sup- 
pressed cough of some one with a 
cold came asa positive relief to tightly 
drawn nerves. 

No one save Belasco would have had 
the hardihood to conceive such a play 
as “The Case of Becky; no one but 
Belasco could have constructed such 4 
yiasterpiece of stagecraft as the fin- 
ished product presents. No one that 
we know of save Frances Starr could 
have invested the dual personality of 
Dofothy with the same verisimilitude. 
One moment she ts the charming young 
girl, sweet-tempered, lovable and af- 
fectionate: the next as Becky she Its 
the very antithesis—destructive, venge- 
ful, delighting in cruelty, profane, vul- 
gar. The transition from one phase 
to the other is complete. The out- 
ward aspect of the woman changes 80 
that you can searcely realize that an- 
other woman has not. miraculously 
stepped in and taken the place of the 
woman vou saw the moment before. 

The idea of the dual personality has 
been dramatized before. Richard Mans- 
field produced “Dr. Jeykll and Mr. 
Hyde” a good many years ago, but in 
a great many respects this play is 
not comparable to “The Case of Becky.” 
It lacked that last word in craftsmian- 
ship with which Belasco rounds off 
his productions. It was minus the con- 
viction that the newer play carries 
with it. 

“The Case of Becky” deals with such 
things as hypnotism, prenatal] in- 
fluence, dual personality and the ma- 
chinery of modern science. “The Case 
of Becky” is one that has puzzled Dr. 
Emerson, under whose treatment she 
is. Normally, as Dorothy, she is a 
charming young girth endowed with the 
best attributes. At recurring tinter- 
vals she ceases to be Dorothy and be- 
comes Becky, a destructive, almost 
malignant young creature. As Becky 
she is aware of the existence of Doro- 
thy, but Dorothy knows nothing of 
the existence of Becky. All she Knows 
is that she has had a strange lapse of 
some sort. Becky hates Dorothy cor- 
dially and attempts to undo all that 
she has done. Dorothy is in love with 
John Arnold. As Becky she behaves in 
the most vulgar fashion before him 
and- speaks of her other self as a 
“musky” little fool. Dr. Emerson de- 
cides that hypnotism is the only cure, 
but he hesitates te employ it until 
the time its ripe. 

It transpires during 
of the story that the 
Emerson had left him years before 
and gone off with a professional 
hypnotist, Professor Schwartz. after- 
ward dying in a small town in Illinois. 

While Dorothy is under his care, 
Professor Balzamo, a professional hyp- 
notist, visits the city and calls upon 
him. He is the type of man we are all 
familiar with—vulgar, boastful, but 
masterful and possessed of an undoubt- 
ed power and personal magnetism. He 
has come to claim Dorothy as his 
daughter. Coincident with his appear- 
ance in the Emerson home, she becomes 
the victim of the most acute terror. 
She divines his presence before she secs 
him. 

To Dr. Emerson and John Arnold she 
tells her story for the first time. She 
had been Balzamo’s favorite subject. 
As she grew up, he drove away the 
woman he was living with as his wife, 
and the situation for Dorothy became 
intolerable. His attentions convinced 
her he was not her father.

REMARKABLE PROGRESS MADE. 
! BY COLLEGE OF AGRICULTURE 


Athens, Ga., March 3.—(Special.)— 
A summary of the work of the .Geor- 
' gia’ State College of Agriculture for 
the year 1912 has been made by Presi- 
' dent Andrew M. Soule, revealing some 
remarkably interesting facts and 
figures. The college farm which had 
an income of $2,757.24 in 1908, yieitded 
during the past year an income of 
$8,581.40 and net earnings amounting 
to $2,246.36. In 1908 the farm was 
unprofitable, leached out and eroded, 
like many other Georgia farms. In 
five years, however, scientific meth- 
ods have reclaimed it and made it a. 
paying proposition. 

The college dairy operated by mod-| 
ern methods obtained an income of | 
$5,099.44 from. 30 cows and net earn-| 
ings of $1,817.60 for the year. The: 
herd has been built up from practical- | 
ly nothing during the past five years 
by buying native cattle and mating! 
to pure bred sires. 


Instruction Is Practical. 

These two items are excellent dem- 
' onstrations of the practicability of the 
‘instruction given the 350 students who 
| attended the college during the year, 
the 101,701 farmers of the state who 
' were reached by extension lecturers, 
the 10,000 corn club boys, the 4,497, 
people who attended the girls’ can- 
ning club meetings, the 25,000 farm- 
ers whose letters of inquiry have been 
answered, the 25,000 reached with bul- 
letins, the 200,000 more farmers 
reached each week through the week- 
ly papers by use of an agricultural 
plate service and others who have 
been instructed in various ways by 
the college. 

The college was 
(| 1907. At that time it had practically 
no equipment and very few students. 
At present the property is worth about 
$400,000 with 350 students” enrolled, 
with 1,865 students instructed during 
the five-year period. 
The staff started with five persons, 
now has fortv-four. The facilities 
and equipment while unsurpassed in 
the south, are far from adequate to 
meet the demand of the rapidly grow- 
ing student body.

Despite the efforts of the police the 
strange story told by Mrs. Mills re-| 
mained tonight a mystery. No one} 
had been ‘arrested and none of the! 
money had been recovered. 

Searching the ground where Mrs. 
Mills said she struggled for more than 
an hour and a half in the snow and 
under porches where it was hoped the 
money, all in $1,000 bills, might have 
been blown by the gale, the police 
after interviewing the woman at a 
hospital, announced they had discov- 
ered these facts. which they said only 
puzzled them. 

Ms. Mills said she became conscious 
only when she was being picked up 
on the porch of Mrs. A. J. Cooper to 
which she had crawled; whereas, Chief 
of Police Shaffer, of Evanston, said 
he had good authority for stating that
